Five of Northern Michigan's lar-' 
gest potato storage warehouses and 
the Pennsylvania railroad station all 
at. Elmira were destroyed ‘in: a 
mystery ‘fire early- Monday morning, 
causing a haavy-loss. Fire. was. dis- 
covered’ simultaneously in three ware- 


blaze. was set. in. the, three structures. 
At about 3:30 o’clock Monday mor- 
ning flames were discovered burning 
through the roofs of the F. J. Polus, 
Company . and 
Stanley. Kwapis'. warehouses; along 
sidé of the Pennsylvania Lines tracks. 


heavy explosion had been heard in 
one of the structures, but/the time. of 
this blast report was some time after 
the fire had been discovered so that 
there was nothing to lead to the be- 
lief that. the fires had been caused 
from an explosion. 


The fire companiés from East Jor- 
dan, Mancelona and Gaylord. were 
called to the scene but could not pre- 
vent the higktwind spreading the 
flames to another warehouse owned 
by Mr. Polus and one owned by. ‘Thos. 
Buell and, to the Pennsylvania rail- 
road station. These three buildings 
also burned. 

._The firemen saved the general 
store near the scene of the fire, the 
church and a residence; ‘the roofs. of 
which were soon covered with burn- 
ing embers: .The main Mackinew 
City. to Grand Rapids lead telephone 
wires were burned through, eight 
poles, being burned off,

It is: believed the loss on most of 
the - burned buildings was at least 
partly covered by insurance. 

It is reported that this is the second 
time in recent years that the Elmira 
potato warehouses have been destroy- 
ed by fire of unknown origin.

These grasshoppers lay” their eggs 
in the soil, choosing sod. land where- 
ever it is tobe found... Each female 


May. deposit several pods..of eggs, . 


each pod containing a score or more 
eggs, The eggs hatch out~in.- the 
Spring and the hoppers live- arid feed 
until Fall. The number deposited in 
an acre of slash is almost :unbelieve- 
able. .In rare cases thousands may 
be found toa square foot of sod. In 
preparing the bait it is well to keep in 
mind ‘that they like salty deposits. 
A sweat-grimed jumper ‘or sweater is 
likely to’ bé eaten if left in the’ har- 
vest field for any length of time. and 
hoppers will gnaw salty binder twine 


and fork handles. where perspiration ices 


has dried. 

The folléwing. formula’ is “recom.” 
mended as it has always given satia- 
faction if properly mixed: 

1 bushel of bran or sawdust. 

-Y% gallon of cheap molases. 

A little water. 

1 pound ‘White Arsenic (not Ar- 
senic of Lead nor Arsenic of Cal- 
cium): or 1 pound of paris-green. 

Then when thoroughly mixed, add 
a little-salt and stir in enough banana 


oil to scent the mass-slightly;-about ‘ 


2 or 3 ounces at most. 

It is best to. broadcast this bait - 
during the’ heat of the day and to 
spread it thinly, if possible, in small . 
enough. quantities so that 20 lbs. will 
cover'an acre. It should be so inti- 
mately mixed that each flake of bran 
will carry a tiny particle of arsenic 
besides its quota of salt and molases.

Among the. public rec- 
reation areas set aside “in, this 
country by the federal govern- 
meut a national military park en- 
joys .the distinction of. having a 
= double purpose, It fs a memorial 
to the historie event which oc- 
Y curred there, a patriotic shrine 
to which Americans can come for: 


. fohewed inspiration by standing upon the soil 


wade sacred by the sacrifices of. previous gen- 
erations of Americans there; and it is a mili- 
tary classroom ‘and an outdoor war. laberntory 
where future defenders of the dation may study 
the lessons in military science, which wil help 
then fn that defense.” 

“The Petersburg natiorial military park is the 


fifth and latest of such areas to be established 


but few of the others are more interesting from 
@ither point of view. It derives Its: historic 
¥nterest from the fuct that here occurred the 
dying struggle of the Confederacy, for when 
the Union army broke through the Confederate 
lines at Fort Gregg on April 2, 1865, this. vic 
tory ended 9 months and 12 days of siege, “the 
longest siege on American. soil,” and ft spelled 
death to the Confederate cause. Richmond, the 
heart of the Confederacy, wags cut off from the 
rest of the South when Petersburg, the head 
of navigable tidewater and the focus of the 
various railroads and highways which brought 
supplies and reinforcements to the capltal, fell. 
After that Lee's surrender to Grant. at Appamat- 


tox was inevitable, even though it was ceases ‘ 


seven days. < 

As a field for the military student the oe 
burg area is important because it has in a fine 
ftate of preservation more than 25 miJea of 
fortification with thousands of feet of tunnels 
ull intact. But the most important fact is the 
similarity between. this campaign of more-than 
half a century ago and the principal campaign 
jn the more recent World war. For United 
States army officers are the authority for the 
statement that “the military operations con- 


nected with thé siege .of Petersburg contained . 


every feature of strategy and tactics that be- 
gan jn the race from the Marne to the English 
between ‘the Allied armies and the 
forces of. the Ceftral Powers, each seeking to 


‘outflank the other and ending when the Allies 


burst through the German lines in the Argonne 
forest just as the Federals crumpled the Con- 
federate lines at Petersburg. - 

ant to the average American, unfumiliar with 
the intricacies of military science, the principal 
appeal of the new national milltury park, naw 
comprising some 201 acres with the possibility 
of later having a total area of 516 acres, lies 
in the numerous “human interest’ angles to 
of. this siege and the battles which 
preceded and followed it, in the tales of heroism 
op the part of both the men who wore the Blue 
and those who wore the Gray which are con- 
jured up by a visit to this historic place. 
. Early in 1864 Grant, balked in every attempt 
to-defeat Lee north of the Confederate capital 
rand thus make good the war-cry of “On to 


- Richmond!" which had been raised in the earli- 


est days of the war, decided to swing around, 
eross the James river and strike Richmond 
from the south, But Petersburg, ‘the back door. 
of the Confederacy” stood” in the way. 

The first battle in the fighting around Peters- 
borg, although it was little mere than a skir- 
mish, furnishes one of the cherished traditions 
of tie lost cause and supplied an ineident in 
which all Americans can take pride, At that 
tme Petersburg was garrisoned by Wise's 
veteran brigade but with it stood the Peters- 
burg Home Guard, composed of every old man 
and young boy who was able to lift a musket 
and squeeze a trigger, and it was to this Jittle 
yvroup Jess than 200 strong that. the glory of 
June 9, 1864 goes. 

On that date one of Grant's subordinates, 
Gen. B, F. Butler, sent General Gilmore with 
8.000 infantry and General Kautz with 1.500 
eavalry to “capture Petersburg and destroy 
the Appamattox Bridge." The cavairy fed the 
advance and immediately struck a stiff. resist- 
ance from the Home Guards. For some time 
the 200 held the 1,500 at bay, then with half 
their force dead or disabled the Home Guards 
were foreed back upon the advancing Confed- 
erate regulars. But they had held up Kautz's 
advance long enough to save Petersburg. 

Again a week fater the city might have heen 
taken but for blundering upon the part of the 
Union generalg which regulted in-a_ fearful 
loss of their men and led to the prolonged siege 
of nine months {nstead of precipitating «a run- 
ning fight between Lee, retiring to the west, 
and Grant In hot pursuit. During the nine 
months when Petersburg was invested skir- 


Jnishes occurred almost dally, totaling some 150 


minor engagements... The most famous of these 
was the spectacular explosion of the Crater, 
one of the most dramatic Incidents of the whole 
war, The following account of It Js taken from 
a history of the operations around Petersburg 
prepared by Capt. Jeffry Montague of the Unit- 
ed States army. : 

“There was a regiment of Pennsylvanians in 
Burnaide's corps, the Forty-eighth infantry,

mining engineer, Lieut.-Col. Henry Pleasants, In 
the Jatter part. of June thought it would start 
something if it could imake a breach in the 
Confederate line about 180 yards in front of 
him, by mining Elitutt’s salient and blowing ft 
up, The idea went forward through channels, 
received Meade’s and Grant's approval, and 
Burnside got orders to put it into effect and 
exploit the opening. Gruat thought engugh 
troops could be poured through the crevasse to 
capture Petersburg. 

“Perrero's negro division was being. trained 
by Burnside to lead the assault through the 
breach to be caused’ by the mine, but Meade 
and Grant disapproved this ‘and Burnside had 
the storm division chosen by ‘drawing straws.’ 
The lot fell to Gen. dames H. Ledtie, comimand- 
ing the First division of Burnside’s corps. This, 
it turned out. foredoomed the enterprise to 
what Grant in bis Memoirs called a ‘stupendous 
failure.’ 


“Yt was brought ont then and by a congres- 


sional investigation later, thut Ledlie’s “bad 
habits’ and consequent unreliability were well 
known in the Union army. It was disclosed 


that Ledlie stayed behind in a dug-ont. ‘drinking’ 
throughout the Crater action and could not be 
induced to go out and try to extricate the rem- 
nants of his division from the’ deathtrap in 
awhich they were being torn to shreds plere 
weal, 

“Ferrero, following with the negro division, 
joined Ledlie in the ‘bomb proof while his 
troops hurried on, soon to be buddling with 
Ledlie's in the fire-swept Crater until all that 
could of both divisions recoiled before the rush- 
ing Confederate counter-charge which reestab- 
lished their line. 

“Pleasants. commenced work at 12 noon, June 
25, 1864, in the ravine between the hostile lines, 
with improvised tools and materials and on 
July 17 the main tynnel, 510.8 feet In length, 
was completed. Sounds of Confederate connter- 
wining caused Pleasants to stop, Work upon the 
right latera) gallery at the end of the tunnel 
was begun at 6 p. m. July 18 regardless of audi- 
ble enemy counter-mining, and wérk on hoth 
right and left laterals was rushed. to comple- 
tion Jnly 23. A total of 18,000 cubie feet of 
earth was excuvated. 

“Four tons of powder were placed in the lat- 
erals July 27 and the miners’ tamping was com- 
pleted July 28, Pleasants | was ordered to ex- 
plode the mine at 3:30 a, m. July 30, and lighted 
the fuse at 3:15 a. m. 

“The mine failed to explode, Lient. Jacob 
Douty and Sergt. Henry Rees, who volunteered 
to go in and see why, found the fire had stopped 
where fuse iengths had been tied together, They 
spliced fresh ends, Ughted the fuse again, and 
at 16’ minutes before 5 a. m. the 320 kegs, con- 
taining 25 pounds each, blew up. 

“Witnesses felt thé darth quake but heard 
nothing beyond: a duil detonation. 
saw, however, was enough. 
spot was filled with a mounting cloud: of earth, 
men, guns, planks and fragments. Confederates 
near the Crater ran in every direction, the 
waiting Union legions shrank back, to escape 
the shower of debris. Both sides gazed astound:

Winally in the spring of 1865 
‘came the clintas. in the tragedy of Petersburg 
and in the greater drama of the decline of the 
Confederacy. THis act took place at Fort Sted- 
man, the remains of which are one of the out- 
standing points of interest in the new national 
military park today. 
scribes the action there and [ts results as fol- 
lows: :

The oldest white settlement tn 


’ America, and once the center of the 
*, American fur trade, the quaint little 


French Canadian village of Tadous- 
sac, on the lower St. lawrence riv- 
er, is today a quiet Canadian sum- 
mer resort. 

Nestling among the foothills of the 
blue-capped Laurentian mountains 
at the junction of the St. Lawrence 
and Saguena rivers, the village itself 
ig still living-in the past, the nar- 
ural beauty of its surroundings and 
the quaintness of its people attract- 
ing each summer a large number of 
holidayers who are seeking to leave 
behind the rush and bustie of mod- 
ern life. 

Woven, around Tadoussac is a long 
and romantic history. Here Jacques 
Cartier, the first explorer of New 
France, landed. in the summer of 
1535, and there are numerous tales 
of visits by those fierce sea rovers, 
the Vikings, at a much earlier date. 
‘Tadoussac, with its natural protected 
harbor, was long used as a whaling 
station by the Basques and Bretons, 
who were the first to fori. a settle- 
ment there, and ff was in 1599 that 
. the first house in Canada was built. 

At the opening of the century, 
Tadoussac became the center of the 
fur trading industry, which éxtendet 
as. far-as Labrador and Haden bay.
